Mullins Resigns 
As County 
Engineer 


Coffee County Engineer Les- 
lie Mullins resigned yesterday 
to make way for an engineer 
who can better wo.x with the 
County Commission. 

“In order for any system to 
work effectively there must be 
mutual trust and cooperation 
between the commission and 
engineer,” Mullins told the 
County Commission’ in a _let- 
ter addressed to Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer. “My 
leaving the position of county 
engineer will leave the way 
open for this to happen.” 

Mullins’ resignation was ac- 
cepted “with regrets.” 

The county engineer has long 
pushed for a county unit system 
of road building and mainten- 
ance, much of the time in dir- 
ect opposition to the majority 
of the commissioners, 

BILL PROPOSED 

Rep. Douglas Easters has in- 
troduced a bill setting up a 
strong unit system in the coun- 
ty, a system that would do away 
with the four road districts in 
the county and put them under 
direct management of a county 
engineer. 

“In view of the fact that I 
have had a small part in bring- 
ing attention to a method of 
improving Coffee County gov- 
ernment, I feel that I am do- 
ing a service to the county by 
stepping aside at this time in 
order that the Coffee County 
Commission can look at a new 
face as engineer knowing that he 
had nothing to do with the ch- 
anges that are taking place,” 
Mullins said in’his letter of 
resignation. 

“A momentous step was taken 
when the Commission adopted a 
partial unit system,” Mullins 
continued. “However, I person- 
ally prefer a unit system being 
introduced in this session of 
the Legislature by Rep. Doug- 
las Easters and Sen. L. L. 
Dozier.” 

Mullins went on to say that 
he wished the best for Coffee 
County as “I have tremendous 
faith and confidence in its pro- 
gress.” 

The county engineer’s resig- 
nation is effective June 15 when 
he will become associated with 
private industry in Ozark.

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Bacts About Beef Prices 


The 15,158 members of the Alabama Cattlemen’s Association have become 
increasingly alarmed and concerned over the attention that is being focused 


on beef prices. 


Alabama cattle leaders emphasize that they ure just as 


alarmed and concerned over inflation, the increased cost of living and high 
prices as any other group of people in the state. 


Cattlemen point out that the cost of everything has risen and that beef 


prices are in line with all other goods and services 


They are concerned that 


their product — BEEF — has been singled out as the main cause of inflation 


by politicians and housewives. 


They deplore the threat of boycotts and 


meatless days throughout the nation by people who have no earthly idea 
what the increased costs, time, and problems are in producing livestock for 


the market, 


Alabama cattlemen pointed out that the threat of boycotts and meatless 
days will actually short change ‘the consumer by ultimately resulting in re- 


duced meat supplies and higher prices. 


Any move such as boycotts and 


meatless days would bé an economic signal to the cattlemen that consumer 
demand is diminishing and therefore cattlemen would be reluctant to increase 


their beef herds, 


The ISSUE today with reference to the housewives boycott of meat is 
the fact that beef has been too cheap too long. Now that beef has reached 
the point that cattlemen and farmers can realize a reasonable return on their 


labor and investment, t 


he housewife is concerned. 


After 20 years of struggling to make the beef cattle industry profitable the 
cattleman is now catching up with the rest of the economy whose wages and 


prices have been skyrocketing for the past several years. 


Cattlemen agree that beef prices have risen sharply during the past several 
months and they insist that present beef prices are not out of line. 


Present meat prices are not out of line by any nieasurements with the 
level of wage rates, salaries, personal incomes, cost of living, or prices of most 
consumer goods; and even the rather recent increases in meat prices fall short 
of matching the steady and consistent increases of all other items. 


Alabama cattlemen state that while beef prices are up, an hour’s wage 
still buys more than twice as much beef as in 1950. The Alabama housewife 
is spending about 15% of her disposable income for food, which is the lowest 
in the history of our country. In 1960 she Spent approximately 20% of her 
disposable income for food, 


Exploding demand and high incomes are part of the reason for rising beef 
prices, More people with more money to spend are eating more beef today 


than ever before, 


Even though cattlemen have doubled production in the past 20 years, 
cattle producers can hardly produce enough to keep up with their remarkable 


increase in demand. 


Alabama cattlemen point out that they do not set the prices. Practically 
all cattle are sold at auction with buyers bidding what the traffic will bear, 
and cattlemen having to take what the packer is willing to pay. The final price 


for meat is set at the re 


tail level. 


They also point out that there is no quick way to produce a T-bone steak. 
Actually it takes approximately two years to produce the steak or roasts that 
housewives will have for dinner this week. 


Alabama cattle leaders state that the cattle numbers are on the increase 
and that cattlemen are beginning to cull their herds and will be selling more 
cattle this Spring and Summer. 


Alabama officials predict live cattle prices will level off and this should 


result in reduced prices 


at the retail level. 


Cattle leaders also oppose any effort to place price controls on raw agricul- 
tural products. They believe that controls on beef prices would be self defeating 
because controls on meat do not decrease demand or increase supply.

Our greatest known suppliers 
are in Alaska’s North Slope 
where conservation estimates 
say 10 billion barrels of oi) 
are waiting to be tapped 

But the North Slope Oil re- 
Mains in the ground because of 
a 1920 F-deral law which lim- 
its pipeline right of way on Fed- 
eral lands to only 50 feet. which 
1s too narrow for adequate work- 
Ing space and modern pipeline 
In addition, con- 
Struction of the Alaskan pipe- 
line is blocked by court cases 
involving questions about the ef- 
fect of such pipeline on the en- 
vironment 

Untold billions of barrels of 
Oil are also waiting to be pump- 
ed from the oceans surrounding 
the United States, but environ- 
mental problems are barring 
exploration and development of 
these domestic offshore oil 
fields 

I recognize that the environ- 
ment 1s important and must be 
protected, but carrying on our 
everyday lives is also import- 
ant I believe that we must

Q. My husband is 67 and 
gets monthly social security 
retirement payments. I'm 58 
and totally disabled. Can I 
get disability benefits on my 
husband’s work record? 

A. No. You are not eligi- 
ble to receive a wife’s bene- 
fit until you’re 62 unless 
you have a child in youx 
care who is entitled to cash 
payments on your husband's 
work record. But, if you've 
worked long enough and re- 
cently enough, you may be 
eligible for disability bene- 
fits on your own work rec- 
ord if your disability will 
keep you from working for 
a year or more. 

Q. My three children, all 
under 18, and I get monthly 
social security checks. If 
my oldest’ daughter works 
part time and earns nearly 
$2,000 during the year, does 
she have to make an annual 
report of her earnings to so- 
cial security? 

A. Yes. An annual report 
of earnings is required from 
every social security bene- 
ficiary who is under 72 and 
has earnings of more than 
$1,680 in 1972. The annual 
report is due by April 15 of 
the following year.

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I am deeply interested in what 
Congress is going to doabout an 
Overhaul of our campaign pol- 
icles and procedures now that 
the Watergate scandals have en- 
gulfed us and somewhat clouded 
our existing political process. 
J. C., Birmingham. 

SENATOR SPARKMAN: I feel 
that a thoroughgoing reform of 
campaign practices in our Fed- 
eral elections ranks high onour 
list of national priorities. Many 
separate proposals for suchre- 
form are now pending before the 
Congress. Inlight of recent dis- 
closures of widespread abuses 
during the Presidential cam- 
paign of 1972, many more will 
doubtless soon be made. I 
believe that reform is essen- 
tial and urgent. I also feel that 
it is vital that these proposed 
reforms be carefully considered 
not singley, but intheir relation 
each to the other, and that this 
be done in a nonpartisan con- 
test. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
Along with most other Alabam- 
lans, I have been unhappy about 
high fees charged at Federal 
lakes and grounds administered 
by the Corps of Engineers. 
These special recreation use 
fees are not in the interests of 
the people of Alabama and sh- 
ould be abolished. M. S., Al- 
bertville. 

SENATOR SPARKMAN: On May 
16, the Senate passed a bill, S. 
1381, that limits user fees char- 


ged at Federal lakes adminis- 
tered by the Corps of Engineers. 
As a co-sponsor of this bill, I 
was concerned that the Corps 
of Engineers, quite unadvisedly, 
issued a very highhanded ann- 
Ouncement of its user fee pol- 
icies. The bill passed by the 
Senate was introduced in an 
effort to meet a basic unfair- 
ness, a distortion of Congress- 
ional intent and a clear case of 
administrative impracticality. I 
am hopeful that the House can 
follow favorable Senate action 
with its own approval so that 
this measure can become law 
at the earliest possible date. 
DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
Would you please tell me ifCon- 
gress is doing anything tW in- 
crease the maximum amount 
of Servicemen’s Group Life In- 
surance? R. M., Greenville. 
senator sparkman; Yes. 
There is a bill before the Sen- 
ate currently, S. 1935, that will 
amend Title 38, U. S. Code, 
(1) to increase the maximum 
amount of the servicemen’s Gr- 
oup Life Insurance to $20,000;

Bill Dickinson Receives Good Response On ‘ 


Questionaire 


BILL DICKINSON 

Response to my Ninth Annual 
Questionaire was over whelming 
as more .than 23,000 persons 
voiced their opinions. This in- 
dicates to me that the people 
of Alabama’s Second District 
are very interested in important 
issues facing the Congress.

Despite strong argu- 
ments by many individuals, 33 
percent felt all guns should be 
registered; 32 percent said 
“Saturday night Specials” should 
be outlawed; but only 28 percent 
opposed any form of gun con- 
rol or registration 

In the matter of Federal sp- 
ending, 90 percent said they 
were for less output in foreign 
aid Sympathy for the U. N 
Was ho better with 82 percent 
feeling that the great debating 
society on New York’s East 
River could do withless support 
from the U. § 

On defense spending, 44 per- 


cent were satisfied with pre- 
Sent expenditures, 30 percent 
Said we should spend more, 
and 26 percent wanted less 

On the education question, 
only 42 percent thought more 
tax dollars should be invested 
Some .37 percent were happy 


with current outlays and 21 per- 
cent called for a cut in educa 
tion spending

Pollution control brought a 
vote of 40 percent for more 


spending, 22 percent for less, 
and 39 percent said they were 
Satisfied with present levels. 

‘The answer regarding space 
expenditures was not exactly as 
expected. Interest in the space 
program is apparently down, 
as 64 percent of the people feel 
that a cut in the space pr6- 
fram is called for, and only 
10 percent want increased sp- 
ending for the space effort. 

That more money should be 


spent on crime control, 67 per- 
cent said so -- was expected. 

It was not known that 66 per- 
cent of the people favored fur- 
ther economic and cultural trade 
with Russia and Red China un- 
til the questionaire was tabu- 
lated. 

The overall response to the 
questionaire reveals that the 
voters of Alabama’s Second Dis- 
trict know what fiscal respon- 
sibility means and they want 
their tax dollars spent wisely 
in Washington. I have this week 
made the results of the quest- 
ionaire known to the President 
and to the congress.

If you buy a microwave oven, 
you have to follow the manu- 
facturer’s instruction manual 
exactly to have satisfactory re- 
sults, 

A microwave oven shouldn’t 
be operated when it’s empty. 
And it is ‘a good practice to stay 
at least an arm's length from 
the front of the oven when it’s 
in operation, 

Microwave ovens are easy to 
clean and should be cleaned af- 
ter each use, Just wipe witha 
damp cloth. If stubborn stains 
exist, set a cup of water inside 
and operate the oven for a few 
Seconds, then wipe clean, You 
can use a mild detergent for 
cleaning the oven, but never use 
Scouring pads or abrasive cl- 
eaners, 

LAWN FURNITURE 

Homemakers should clean 
lawn furniture that has been sto- 
red all winter, before the fam- 
ily is ready to use it. The fol- 
lowing suggestions will make the 
job easier, 

First, set a few pails of sud- 
Sy water up and hand out scrub 
brushes and sponges to family 
volunteers. Whether wrought 
iron, steel mesh, aluminum, 
wood, plastic, canvas or duck, 
most outdoor furniture surfaces 
are easy to wash. Rinse with 
the spray from a garden hose 
and wipe dry with clean clothes 
or let furniture dry in the sun. 

Steel wool removes rust from 
wrought iron furniture. But fol- 
low the treatment with metal 
primer and touch-up paint. Red- 
wood lasts longer if scrubbed 
and sanded each season, and pai- 
nted with sealer, 

The padding on outdoor furni- 
ture is usually covered with pl- 
astic-coated fabric or vinyl. You 
can clean padding easily with a 
sudsy sponge, If the coversare 
really worn looking, but the pad- 
ding is still sturdy, you can eas- 
ily make washable slipcovers at 
home.

Ration Program 


Several important rationing 
facts were called to the atten- 
tion of Alabama consumers the 
first of the week by District 
OPA officials. We suggest that 
you clip the following guide 
and keep it for ready refer- 
ence. 

MEAT AND FATS - Red St- 
amps lettered J became valid 
for these foods May 23. All 
red stamps lettered E, F, G, 
H, and J expire May 31. Stamps 
lettered K. will become valid 
next Sunday, May 30, and will 
remain good through June. 
Other “June” red stamps will 
become valid as follows: L, 
June 6; M, June 13; N, June 
20. 

CANNED FRUITS AND VEGET- 
ABLES - The Blue Stamps G, 
H and J, instead of expiring 
on May.31, have had their 
validity extended to-June 7. 
The next set of blue stamps - 
K, L and M - became valid 


for buying canned and processed 


foods on Monday, May 24, and 
thus may be used along with 
the G-H-J set through June 
7. The K, L, and M stamps 
remain good until July 7. 
CANNING SUGAR - Stamps No. 
15 and No. 16 in Ration Book 
1 became valid for 5 pounds 
of sugar each, for use in home 
canning, beginning May 24. If 
more sugar than the 10 pounds 
made available through these st- 
amps 1S required, housewives 
may apply for additional alott- 
ments at their local ration bo- 
ards. 
COFFEE - Stamp No. 23, 
valid for one pound of coffee, 
expires next Suncay, May 30. 
SUGAR - Stamp No. 12, valid 
for five pounds of sugar exp- 
ires May 31. The next stamp 
No. 13 will be good fur five 
pounds from June 1 through Au- 
gust 15. 
SHOES - Stamp No. 17, good for 
a pair of shoes through June 
15. Stamp No. 18 valid for 
shoes as of June 16. No an- 
houncement made _ concerning 
how long No. 18 will be valid. 
GASOLINE - No. 6 coupons in 
“A” Books good for 4 gallons 
each through July 21. 
MISCELLANY - Applications 
for Ration Book 3 now being 
distributed in Alabama. They 
may be filled out immediately, 
but are not to be stamped and 
mailed to the OPA Center in 
Birmingham before June 1. The 
mail-in period for the appli- 
cation is from June 1 through 
midnight June 10. Persons 
who do not already have appli- 
cations may obtain them from 
the postoffice after June 1. 
Members of the armed ser- 
vices on leave or furlough now 
elegible for up to five gallons 
of gasoline for “personal” dr- 
iving. They apply by taking their 
leave papers to local ration 
boards.

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New Federal Regulation 
On Life Saving Devices 


Conservation Commissioner 
Claude D. Kelley reminded Ala- 
bama boaters Tuesday that a 
new Federal regulation will re- 
quire that, effective October 1, 
1973, there must be, on board 
recreational boats 16 feet or 
more in length, one Type 1, 
2 or 3 Coast Guard approved 
life saving device for each per 
son aboard. In addition there 
must be one throwable Class 4 
device on each boat 

On boats less than 16 feet 
in length, including canoes and 
kayaks, the familiar buoyant 
cushion, one for each person ab 
oard, will continue tobe accept 
able equipment. However, the 
Coast Gard still recommends 
the use of wearable personal 
flotation devices, Kelley said 

It had been erroneously re- 
ported from other sources that 
this regulation would take ef- 
fect July 1. 

The four types of life pre- 
servers are described as fol- 
lows: 

Type 1 -- Is an approved 
personal flotation device des- 
igned to turn an unconscious

pounds This device is ac- 
ceptable for all size boats. 
Type 3 This device is 


designed to keep a conscious 
person afloat in a vertical or 
Slightly backward position and 
it has a buoyancy of 15-1/2 
pounds Although it has the 
Same buoyancy as type 2, it 
has a lesser turning ability 
to allow for such activities 
as water skiing This type is 
acceptable for all size boats 

Type 4 This is an ap- 
proved device designed to be 
thrown to a person in the wat- 
er and not worn. It’s design- 
ed to have at least 16.5 pounds 
of buoyancy. Acceptable for 
vessels under 16 feet long and 
as a throwable device for ves- 
sels more than 16 feet long,

How about the new revolution 
in the line of golf equipment, 
the graphite shaft? You don’t 
hear many conversations am- 
ong golfers anywhere these days 
that aren’t at least partly about 
the new shaft. Does it work? 
If so, will it work for the ave 
rage golfer as well as the duf- 
fer? Is it lighter, heavier, or 
the same weight as the steel 
shaft? Is it cheaper or more 
expensive? Are the pros using 
it? All these questions come 
up at some time or another in 
pro shops everywhere 

Answering first questions fir- 
st, the graphite shaft definitely 
adds distance to the distance 
clubs, those bheine woods and 


long irons. I swung one on the 


practice tee recently, and was 
very impressed with the feel of 
the club. It seems that the feel 
(or coordination) between the 
hands and the clubhead is the 
same as with the steel shaft, 
even though the club seems to 
flex more on the downward are, 
which is the main factor as far 
as distance is concerned, Put- 
ting the answer to the distance

question more simply, yes, the 
ball flies farther with the graph- 
ite shaft. 

Would the average golfer ben- 
efit from the new shaft? The 
opinion here is definitely not. 
The average golfer is not usu- 
ally a distance player, and con- 
trol is usually a big problem 
he encounters, The added flex 
may add distance to his drives, 
but may also cause him to spr- 
ay the ball 

Now the question may arise 
“Isn't a regular shaft the same, 
flex, no matter what the mater- 
jal. One swing with the graph- 
ite club proves that false, It 
1S Supposed to be, but it's not, 
for this reason, A flex machine 
which is used to check shafts, 
does not use the herky jer ky 
method of movement that the 
average golfer does, and doesn’t 

bend the club as a golf swing 
does, 

Weight difference in the gra- 

phite and conventional steel is 
not a big one. The overall 


weight of a standard driver 
is not changed by a graphite 
Shaft. It may feel heavier

or lighter and even !ook it, 
but it’s not on the scales. 

Now for the big difference 
in graphite and steel, the pr- 
ice. The cost to make a club 
with a graphite shaft is rough- 
ly five times greater than that 
of making a steel shaft club. 
The pros on the tour are using 
them but mostly indrivers only. 
A graphite driver costs approx- 
imately eighty five dollars, and 
its easy to figure why more pros 
don't use them, 

Now I hope this information 
hasn’t been passed along in 
too complicated a manner for 
the average golfer to under- 
stand, but the differences are as 
minute as the information that 
has been given, I would not 
recommend the graphite shaft 
to any golfer, even if he could 
afford it. Besides, not being 
practical, the new idea is not 


all that revolutionary, All in 
all, the added length is out- 
weighed by all the other pro- 
blems it may cause in your 
golf games as well as your 
billfold,

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MORE MEAT 

Dr, Roy M. Kottman, Dean of 
the College of Agriculture at 
Ohio State University, said, “By 
the year 2000, Americans will 
spend only 12.5 percent of their 
disposable personal income for 
food, compared with 16 percent 
today. Higher incomes will per 
mit consumers to continue to 
choose more animal products.” 
He based his projections on a 
three-year long-range planning 
project, “Life 2000,” conducted 
by faculty members inthe insti 
tutions which he heads 

Dr. Kottman predicted that 
each U.S. citizen’ will consume 
an average of 667 pounds (re- 
tail weight equivalent) of ani 
mal products in the year 2000, 
compared with an average of 
634 pounds for the year 1967-9 

“Consumption of beef and veal 
will increase to 140 pounds per 
person per year, compared with 
115 pounds today,” he said, “and 
pork consumption will climb.to 
75 pounds, 15 percent above 
present levels, reflecting favor 
able public reaction todramatic 
improvements in pork quality 
along with more aggressive 
marketing and promotion of pork 
products. This means that by 
the year 2000, U.S. farmers will 
need to produce 70 percent more 
beef and pork.” 
LOANS 

Coffee County is developing a

In 10 to 15 sec- 
onds the slide is inflated and 
deployed,” Wilson said. 

He said the slides have been 
deployed in winds up to 35 mi- 
les per hour and in seas run- 
ning 8 to 12 feet high. They 
also are recoverable after de- 
ployment, Wilson pointed out 
that each installed slide is de- 
ployed and tested after instal- 
lation by BFG technicians. 


“Tne escape slides are being 
installed purely as an emer- 
gency escape device and serve 
the same purpose on offshore 
platforms that they serve on 
airplanes. Shell is constantly 
evaluating its safety programs 
and provides what is necessary 
to protect the workers,” said 
Wilson.

As County 
Engineer 


Coffee County Engineer Les- 
lie Mullins resigned yesterday 
to make way for an engineer 
who can better work with the 
County Commission. 

“In order for any system to 
work effectively there must be 
mutual trust and cooperation 
between the commission and 
engineer,” Mullins told the 
County Commission’ in a let- 
ter addressed to Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer. “My

engineer will leave the way 
open for this to happen.” 

Mullins’ resignation was ac- 
cepted “with regrets.” 

The county engineer has long 
pushed for a county unit system 
of road building and mainten- 
ance, much of the time in dir- 
ect opposition to the majority 
of the commissioners. 

BILL PROPOSED 

Rep. Douglas Easters has in- 
troduced a bill setting up a 
strong unit system in the coun- 
ty, a system that would do away 
with the four road districts in 
the county and put them under 
direct management of a county 
engineer. 

“In view of the fact that I 
have had a small part in bring- 
ing attention to a method of 
improving Coffee County gov- 
ernment, I feel that I am do- 
ing a service to the county by 
stepping aside at this time in 
order that the Coffee County 
Commission can look at a new 
face as engineer knowing that he 
had nothing to do with the ch- 
anges that are taking place,” 
Mullins said in his letter of 
resignation. 

“A momentous step was taken 
when the Commission adopted a 
partial unit system,” Mullins 
continued. “However, I person- 
ally prefer a unit system being 
introduced in this session of 
the Legislature by Rep. Doug- 
las Easters and Sen. L. L. 
Dozier.” 

Mullins went on to say that 
he wished the best for Coffee 
County as “I have tremendous 
faith and confidence in its pro- 
gress.” 

The county engineer’s resig- 
nation is effective June 15 when 
he will become associated with 
private industry in Ozark.

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Facts About Beef Prices 


The 15,158 members of the Alabama Cattlemen's Association have become 
increasingly alarmed and concerned over the attention that is being focused 
on beef prices. Alabama cattle leaders emphasize that they are just as 
alarmed and concerned over inflation, the increased cost of living and high 
prices as any other group of people in the state. 

Cattlemen point out that the cost of everything has risen and that beef 
prices are in line with all other goods and services. They are concerned that 
their product — BEEF — has been singled out as the main cause of inflation 


by politicians and housewives. 


They deplore the threat of boycotts and 


meatless days throughout the nation by people who have no earthly idea 
what the increased costs, time, and problems are in producing livestock for 


the market, 


Alabama cattlemen pointed out that the threat of boycotts and meatless 
days will actually short change the consumer by ultimately resulting in re- 


duced meat supplies and higher prices. 


Any move such as boycotts and 


meatless days would bé an economic signal to the cattlemen that consumer 
demand is diminishing and therefore cattlemen would be reluctant to increase 


their beef herds, 


The ISSUE today with reference to the housewives boycott of meat is 
the fact that beef has been too cheap too long, Now that beef has reached 
the point that cattlemen and farmers can realize a reasonable return on their 
labor and investment, the housewife is concerned, 

After 20 years of struggling to make the beef cattle industry profitable the 
cattleman is pow catching up with the rest of the economy whose wages and 


prices have been skyrocketing for the past several years, 


Cattlemen agree that beef prices have risen sharply during the past several 
months and they insist that present beef prices are not out of line. 


Present meat prices are not out of line by any measurements with the 
level of wage rates, salaries, personal incomes, cost of living, or prices of most 
consumer goods; and even the rather recent increases in meat prices fall short 
of matching the steady and consistent increases of all other items. 

Alabama cattlemen state that while beef prices are up, an hour's wage 
still buys more than twice as much beef as in 1950. The Alabama housewife 
is spending about 15% of her disposable income for food, which is the lowest 
in the history of our country, In 1960 she spent approximately 20% of her 
disposable income for food. 

Exploding demand and high incomes are part of the reason for rising beef 
prices. More people with more money to spend are eating more beef today 


than ever before. 


Even though cattlemen have doubled production in the past 20 years, 
cattle producers can hardly produce enough to keep up with their remarkable 


increase in demand. 


Alabama cattlemen point out that they do not set the prices. Practically 
all cattle are sold at auction with buyers bidding what the traffic will bear, 
and cattlemen having to take what the packer is willing to pay. The final price 
for meat is set at the retail level. 

They also point out that there is no quick way to produce a T-bone steak. 
Actually it takes approximately two years to produce the steak or roasts that 
housewives will have for dinner this week. 

Alabama cattle leaders state that the cattle numbers are on the increase 
and that cattlemen are beginning to cull their herds and will be selling more 
cattle this Spring and Summer. 

Alabama officials predict live cattle prices will level off and this should 
result in reduced prices at the retail level. 

Cattle leaders also oppose any effort to place price controls on raw agricul- 
tural products. They believe that controls on beef prices would be self defeating 
because controls on meat do not decrease demand or increase supply.

Presidents Plan For Fuel Distribution Is 


Stopgap 


Earlier this month, the Pres- 
ident acting in the face of in- 
creasing pressures from a con- 
cerned Congress and American 
public, announced his plan for 
equitably distributing the na- 
tion’s tight supplies of crude oil 
and gasoline. 

His action comes none too 
soon because the energy crisis 
in the United States has already 
hit thousands of jobholders, in- 
cluding many hundreds in Ala- 
bama. 

The basic elements of the 
President’s plan is that sup- 
pliers must assure each cus- 
tomer the same percentage of 
available crude oil and refined 
products each quarter as he 
bought during the base period 
between October 1, 1971 andSe- 
ptember 30, 1972. Theplanalso 


for customers 
bisiness after 


sets a quota 
who entered 
the base period. 

Even with the President’s 
action the nation still faces 
a serious crisis that threatens 
higher fuel prices, more short- 
ages and perhaps some form of 
gas rationing for millions of 
Americans. 

Not too long ago the United 
States was the world’s leading 
oil exporter. But, today, with 
only six percent of the world’s 
population, we consume almost 
a third of all the energy used 
in the world. A¢ the present 
we have to buy about 


time y 
26 percent of the crude oil 
requirements from _ foreign 


countries, and unless new 
domestic oil sources are tapped 
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soon, by 1985 the United States 
will be importing up to 62 per- 
cent of our oil needs. 

Although the situation appears 
grim for the next few years, 
the Nations long term energy 
position is reasonably sound -- 
if we act now. An estimated 
60 year oil potential lies un- 
discovered in the United States 
along with a 40 year supply 
of natural gas potential 

Our greatest known suppliers 
are in Alaska’s North Slope 
where conservation estimates 
Say 10 billion barrels of oil 
are waiting to be tapped. 

But the North Slope Oil re- 
Mains in the ground because of 
@ 1920 F-deral law which lim- 
its pipeline right of way on Fed- 
eral lands to only 50 feet. which 
is too narrow for adequate work - 
ing space and modern pipeline 
“requirements. In addition, con- 
Struction of the Alaskan pipe- 
line is blocked by court cases 
involving questions about the ef- 
fect of such pipeline on the en- 
vironment 

Untold billions of barrels of 
oil are also waiting to be pump- 
ed from the oceans surrounding 
the United States, but environ- 
mental problems are barring 
exploration and development of 
these domestic offshore oil 
fields. 

I recognize that the environ- 
ment 1s important and must be 
protected, but carrying on our 
everyday lives is also import- 
ant. I believe that we must 
reach a suitable balance soonor 
suffer severe consequences to 
our economy and danger to our 
very national survival 

The question facing the Uni- 
ted States is not whether we 
should fully develope our re- 
sources. We should and must 
The question is how best to 
develop them

Q. My husband is 67 and 
gets monthly social security 
retirement payments. I’m 58 
and totalify disabled. Can I 
get disability benefits on my 
husband’s work record? 

A. No. You are not eligi- 
ble to receive a wife’s bene- 
fit until you’re 62 unless 
you have a child in youx 
care who is entitled to cash 
payments on your husband’s 
work record. But, if you’ve 
worked long enough and re- 
cently enough, you may be 
eligible for disability bene- 
fits on your own work rec- 
ord if your disability will 
keep you from working for 
a year or more. 

Q. My three children, all 
under 18, and I get monthly 
social security checks. If 
my oldest daughter works 
part time and earns nearly 
$2,000 during the year, does 
she have to make an annual 
report of her earnings to so- 
cial security? 

A. Yes. An annual report 
of earnings, is required from 
every social security bene- 
ficiary who is under 72 and 
has earnings of more than 
$1,680 in 1972. The annual 
report is due by April 15 of 
the following year. 


Bill Dickinson Receives Good Response On 


Questionaire 


BILL DICKINSON 

Response to my Ninth Annual 
Questionaire was over whelming 
as more than 23,000 persons 
voiced their opinions. This in- 
dicates to me that the people 
of Alabama’s Second District 
are very interested in important 
issues facing the Congress. 

It was expected that Second 
Nistrict residents would favor 
restoration of the death penalty 
and 90 percent of the people who 
answered the poll registered 
this opinion. Most Alabamians 
are opposed to giving aid to 
North Vietnam or clemency to 
draft evaders and 85 percent 
and 84 percent respectively, 
made their opposition known. 

Reaction to the question re- 
garding gun control was sur- 
prising. Despite strong argu- 
ments by many individuals, 33 
percent felt all guns should be 
registered; 32 percent said 
“Saturday night Specials” should 
be outlawed; but only 28 percent 
opposed any form of gun con- 
trol or registration. 

In the matter of Federal sp- 
ending, 90 percent said they 
were for less output in foreign 
aid Sympathy for the U. N. 
was no better with 82 percent 
feeling that the great debating 
society on New York's East 
River could do with less support 
from the U.S 

On defense spending, 44 per- 
cent were satisfied with pre- 
sent expenditures, 30 percent 
said we should spend more, 
and 26 percent wanted less. 

On the education question, 
only 42 percent thought more 
tax dollars should be invested 
Some 37 percent were happy 
with current outlays and 21 per- 
cent called for a cut in educa- 
tion spending.

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I am deeply interested in what 
Congress is going to doabout an 
overhaul of our campaign pol- 
icies and procedures now that 
the Watergate scandals have en- 
gulfed us and somewhat ciouded 
our existing political process. 
J. C., Birmingham. 

SENATOR SPARKMAN: I feel 
that a thoroughgoing reform of 
campaign practices in our Fed- 
eral elections ranks high onour 
list of national priorities. Many 
separate proposals for suchre- 
form are now pending before the 
Congress. Inlight of recent dis- 
closures of widespread abuses 
during the Presidential cam- 
paign of 1972, many more will 
doubtless soon be made. I 
believe that reform is essen- 
tial and urgent. I also feel that 
it is vital that these proposed 
reforms be carefully considered 
not singley, but intheir relation 
each to the other, and that this 
be done in a nonpartisan con- 
test. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
Along with most other Alabam- 
ians, I have been unhappy about 
high fees charged at Federal 
lakes and grounds administered 
by the Corps of Engineers. 
These special recreation use 
fees are not in the interests of 
the people of Alabama and sh- 
ould be abolished. M. S., Al- 
bertville. 


.SENATOR SPARKMAN: On May 


16, the Senate passed a bill, S. 
1381, that limits user fees char- 


for housing:the poor and elderly 


went pretty well down the 
middle. 
Pollution control brought a 


vote of 40 percent for more 
spending, 22 percent for less, 
and 39 percent said they were 
Satisfied with present levels. 

The answer regarding space 
expenditures was not exactly as 
expected. Interest in the space 
program is apparently down, 
as 64 percent of the people feel 
that a cut in the space pr6- 
fram is called for, and only

The bill passed by the 
Senate was introduced in an 
effort to meet a basic unfair- 
hess, a distortion of Congress- 
ional intent and a clear case of 
administrative impracticality. I 
am hopeful that the House can 
follow favorable Senate action 
with its own approval so that 
this measure can become law 
at the earliest possible date. 
DEAR’ SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
Would you please tell me if,Con- 
gress is doing anything { in- 
crease the maximum amount 
of Servicemen’s Group Life In- 
surance? R. M., Greenville. 
senator sparkman; Yes. 
There is a bill before the Sen- 
ate currently, S. 1935, that will 
amend Title 38, U. S. Code, 
(1) to increase the maximum 
amount of the servicemen’s Gr- 
oup Life Insurance to $20,000; 
(2) to provide full-time cover- 
age thereunder for certain me- 
mbers of the Reserves and Na- 
tional Guard; and (3) to auth- 
orize the conversion of such 
insurance to Veterans Group 
Life Insurance. This billis now 
awaiting action in the Senate 
Committee on Veterans’ Affairs 
and will, of course, receive my 
careful interest and attention 
at such time as it may reach 
the Senate floor.

from seed prefer full sun, but 
there is a small group which 
will tolerate light shade, and a 
smaller group which even pre- 
fers shade. 

Coleus, foxgloves, nicotiana, 
French marigolds, pansies, vio- 
las, vinca, petunias and agera- 
tum all will tolerate light shade. 
But by far, the best two kinds 
of flowers for shaded areas are 
the small-flowered fibrous- 
rooted begonias and impatiens. 

Should you choose begonia-- 
it’s best to grow the hybrids. 
These have larger flowers, st- 
urdier plants and a greater 
tolerance for shady conditions, 
The seed are tiny, and a packet 
will grow hundreds of plants. 

Impatiens have been improved 
tremendously by hybridizers in 
recent years. Modern varieties 
are now much more free-flo- 
wering and more compact in 
their growth habit, especially 
the hybrids. 

The best hybrids are the dw- 
arf Elfin series and the semi- 
dwarf Imp series. Both make 
excellent bedding plants and 
come in a good range of colors 
including white, pink and red. 
SPRAYING 

Homeowners should use spr- 
ayers correctly and always ch- 
eck plants to insure that they 


are thoroughly wetting all parts. 


Disease spores will not move 
around. They remain where 
they land on the plant until 
they germinate and cause in- 
fection. Therefore, if the pl- 
ant is not fully protected with 
a fungicide or bactericide spr- 
ay, infection can occur. 

Spray vegetables weekly using 
recommended fungicides with 
label clearance. You shoulduse 
a spreader-sticker for best cov 
erage unless the fungicide label 
says not to use one. Use aspr- 
eader-sticker such as biofilm, 
multifilm X-77. 

MICROWAVE OVEN 

More and more homemakers 
are using fast-cooking micro- 
wave ovens. But these ovens 
do have some disadvantages. 
One disadvantage of some mic- 
rowave ovens is that the food 
doesn’t brown. But some new 
models have a browning element 
to solve this problem. ‘ 

A second disadvantage is that 
metal pans can’t be used. Food

If you buy a microwave oven, 
you have to follow the manu- 
facturer’s instruction manual 
exactly to have satisfactory re- 
sults. 

A microwave oven shouldn't 
be operated when it’s empty. 
And it is ‘a good practice to stay 
at least an arm’s length from 
the front of the oven when it’s 
in operation. 

Microwave ovens are easy to 
clean and should be cleaned af- 
ter each use. Just wipe witha 
damp cloth. If stubborn stains 
exist, set a cup of water inside 
and operate the oven for a few 
seconds, then wipe clean. You 
can use a mild detergent for 
cleaning the oven, but never use 
scouring pads or abrasive cl- 
eaners. 

LAWN FURNITURE 

Homemakers should clean 
lawn furniture that has been sto- 
red all winter, before the fam- 
ily is ready to use it. The fol- 
lowing suggestions will make the 
job easier, 

First, set a few pails of sud- 
sy water up and hand out scrub 
brushes and sponges to family 
volunteers. Whether wrought 
iron, steel mesh, aluminum, 
wood, plastic, canvas or duck, 
most outdoor furniture surfaces 
are easy to wash. Rinse with 
the spray from a garden hose 
and wipe dry with clean clothes 
or let furniture dry in the sun. 

Steel wool removes rust from 
wrought iron furniture. But fol- 
low the treatment with metal 
primer and touch-up paint. Red- 
wood lasts longer if scrubbed 
and sanded each season, and pai- 
nted with sealer. 

The padding on outdoor furni- 
ture is usually covered with pl- 
astic-coated fabric or vinyl. You 
can clean padding easily with a 
sudsy sponge. If the coversare 
really worn looking, but the pad- 
ding is still sturdy, you can eas- 
ily make washable slipcovers at 
home.

tion of Alabama consumers the 
first of the week by District 
OPA officials. We suggest that 
you clip the following guide 
and keep it for ready refer- 
ence. 
MEAT AND FATS - Red St- 
amps lettered J became valid 
for these foods May 23. All 
red stamps lettered E, F, G, 
H, and J expire May 31. Stamps 
lettered K. will become valid 
next Sunday, May 30, and will 
remain good through June. 
Other “June” red stamps will 
become valid as follows: L, 
June 6; M, June 13; N, June 
20. 

CANNED FRUITS AND VEGET- 
ABLES - The Blue Stamps G, 
H and J, instead of expiring 
on May 31, have had their 
validity extended to June 7. 
The next set of blue stamps - 
K, L and M - became valid 
for buying canned and processed 
foods on Monday, May 24, and 
thus may be used along with 
the G-H-J set through June 
1. The K, L, and M stamps 
remain good until July 7. 
CANNING SUGAR - Stamps No. 
15 and No. 16 in Ration Book 
1 became valid for 5 pounds 
of sugar each, for use in home 
canning, beginning May 24.

Claude D. Kelley reminded Ala-: 
bama boaters Tuesday that a 
new Federal regulation will re- 
quire that, effective October 1, 
1973, there must be, on board 
recreational boats 16 feet or 
more in length, one Type 1, 
2 or 3 Coast Guard approved 
life saving device for each per- 
son aboard. In addition there 
must be one throwable Class 4 
device on each boat. 

On boats less than 16 feet 
in length, including canoes and 
kayaks, the familiar buoyant 
cushion, one for each person ab- 
oard, will continue to be accept- 
able equipment. However, the 
Coast Guard still recommends 
the use of wearable personal 
flotation devices, Kelley said. 

It had been erroneously re- 
ported from other sources that 
this regulation would take ef- 
fect July 1. 

The four types of life pre- 
servers are described as fol- 
lows: 

Type 1 -- Is an approved 
personal flotation device des~- 
igned to turn an unconscious

person from a facedown posi- 
tion to a vertical or slightly 
backward position and to have 
more than 20 pounds of buoy- 
ancy. This is acceptable for 
all size boats. 

Type 2 -- This device has 
the same capabilities as a Type 
1 device except that it has a 
buoyancy of at least 15-1/2 


pounds. This device is ac- 
ceptable for all size boats. 
Type 3 -- This device is 


designed to keep a conscious 
person afloat in a vertical or 
Slightly backward position and 
it has a buoyancy of 15-1/2 
pounds. Although it has the 
same buoyancy as type 2, it 
has a lesser turning ability 
to allow for such activities 
as water skiing. This type is 
acceptable for all size boats. 

Type 4 -- This is an ap- 
proved device designed to be 
thrown to a person in the wat- 
er and not worn. It’s design- 
ed to have at least 16.5 pounds 
of buoyancy. Acceptable for 
vessels under 16 feet long and 
as a throwable device for ves- 
sels more than 16 feet long.

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How about the new revolution 
in the line of golf equipment, 
the graphite shaft? You don’t 
hear many conversations am- 
ong golfers anywhere these days 
that aren’t at least partly about 
the new shaft. Does it work? 
If so, will it work for the ave- 
rage golfer as well as the duf- 
fer? Is it lighter, heavier, or 
the same weight as the steel 
shaft? Is it cheaper or more 
expensive? Are the pros using 
it? All these questions come 
up at some time or another in 
pro shops everywhere. 

Answering first questions fir- 
st, the graphite shaft definitely 
adds distance to the distance 
clubs. those heine woods and 
long irons, I swung one on the 
practice tee recently, and was 
very impressed with the feel of 
the club. It seems that the feel 
(or coordination) between the 
hands and the clubhead is the 
same as with the steel shaft, 
even though the club seems to 
flex more on the downward arc, 
which is the main factor as far 
as distance is concerned.

question more simply, yes, the 
ball flies farther with the graph- 
ite shaft. 

Would the average golfer ben- 
efit from the new shaft?__ The 
opinion here is definitely not. 
The average golfer is not usu- 
ally a distance player, and con- 
trol is usually a big problem 
he encounters. The added flex 
may add distance to his drives, 
but may also cause him to spr- 
ay the ball. 

Now the question may arise 
“Isn't a regular shaft the same, 
flex, no matter what the mater- 
ial.

It 
is supposed to be, but it’s not, 
for this reason. A flex machine 
which is used to check shafts, 
does not use the herky jerky 
method of movement that the 
average golfer does, and doesn’t 
bend the club as a golf swing 
does.

Weekend Traffic 
Accident Report 


During the weekend perféd 
from 6:00 p. m. Friday, May 
25, through 12:06 midnight Sun- 
day the Alabama State Troop- 
ers investigated a total of 207 
rural traffic accidents with 110 
injuries involved and 5 fatal- 
ities. The fatalities occurred 
in these counties, 2 in Calhoun 
and 1 each in Crenshaw, Russell 
and Mobile County. 

These accidents bring the 
total lives lost this year in 
rural Alabama traffic accidents 
to 333 persons as compared 
with 318 killed during the same 
period of time last year. 

Troopers of the eight coun- 
ty Dothan District investigated 
19 traffic accidents with 21 in- 
juries and no fatalities dur- 
ing the weekend period. 

Coffee County troopers 
investigated 4 accidents this 
weekend with 9 injuries and 
no fatalities. So far this year 
3 persons have been killed in 
motor vehicle traffic accidents 
in this county as compared with 


4 killed during the same per-

MORE MEAT 

Dr. Roy M. Kottman, Dean of 
the College of Agriculture at 
Ohio State University, said, “By 
the year 2000, Americans will 
spend only 12.5 percent of their 
disposable personal income for 
food, compared with 16 percent 
today. Higher incomes will per- 
mit consumers to continue to 
choose more animal products.” 
He based his projections on a 
three-year long-range planning 
project, “Life 2000,” conducted 
by faculty members inthe insti- 
tutions which he heads. 

Dr. Kottman predicted that 
each U.S. citizen’ will consume 
an average of 667 pounds (re- 
tail weight equivalent) of ani- 
mal products in the year 2000, 
compared with an average of 
634 pounds for the year 1967-9. 

“Consumption of beef and veal 
will increase to 140 pounds per 
person per year, compared with 
115 pounds today,” he said, “and 
pork consumption will climb.to 
75 pounds, 15 percent above 
present levels, reflecting favor- 
able public reaction todramatic 
improvements in pork quality 
along with more aggressive 
marketing and promotion of pork 
products. This means that by 
the year 2000, U.S. farmers will 
need to produce 70 percent more 
beef and pork.” 

LOANS 

Coffee County is developing a 
number of agriculture-related 
businesses. This kind of de- 
velopment takes money We 
have several banks and other 
lending institutions in the coun- 
ty which are serving many of 
the needs of businesses. 

C. U. Storey, Specialist in 
Rural Development, Ozark, told 
me recently that the Small Busi- 
ness Administration has made 
some changes inits lending pro- 
grams which allow them to make 
more loans of this type. Firms 
that buy, sell, or process farm 
supplies or commodities or pro- 
vide other services are eligible. 
Those who engage in agricul- 
tural production are not eli- 
gible for these loans 

For example,loans are avail- 
able for the purchase and ope- 
ration of harvesting machinery, 
warehouses, cold storage pl- 
ants, and feed mills; the opera- 
tion of a commercial feedlot; 
operation of a hatchery for sale 
of chicks; packaging, freezing, 
or processing of meats, fish, 
fruits, and vegetables. These 
are guaranteed loans of up to 
90% with a maximum of $350, - 
000.

GARDENS 

A lot of farmers that had quit 
gardening have started gardens 
again this year. It seems that 
along about the mid 60's, even 
many folks who lived entirely 
on the farm got tired of plant- 
ing gardens and stopped. How- 
ever, in the past year or two, I 
have seen a renewed interest in 
gardening. This is true on 
farms as well as in the city. 

For example, the Rev. L.E 
Woodward, minister at Green 
Hill Presbyterian Church in 
Enterprise, has a small garden 
in one corner of his back yard. 
He is proud of it. The spot 
where he has his garden has 
never been planted in anything. 
He has some beautiful toma- 
toes, corn, beans, squash, okra 
and a few other vegetables. 
LIME PAYS 

Clayton Walden, who lives on 
the Bellwood Road south of Ent- 
erprise, has a problem with his 
corn that we see often. This 
problem slips up on a lot of far- 
mers unexpectedly. They plant 
corn and it appears that the fer- 
tilizer is not taking effect, they 
have fertilizer injury, or some 
other problem. But 9 times 
out of 10, the problem is low 
soil pH. This is what happened 
in Clayton Walden’s case. 

When pH becomes so low that 
the plants do not respond to fer- 
tilizer, very poor yields result. 
A lot of people have low soil 
pH that is borderline, and yie-
